DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see the pre-appeal brief, filed 8/10/2009, have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-13 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the cited prior arts, either alone or in combination, fail to teach 
wherein said region includes a plurality of areas including isolated areas, each area covered by a 
respective antenna on board said satellite; means for combining signals from said plurality of 
areas into groups and wherein each group is allocated all of the communication resources of said 
region, in combination with all of other limitations in the claim. 
Claims 2-13 depend on claim 1. Thus, they are allowable.
